PRESIDENT  HEBER  J.  GRANT. 


The  Church  Grows  Stonger  Every  Year 
— It  Is  Founded  Upon  the  Solid  Rock  of 
Truth  and  Has  Been  True  to  Its  Divine 
Commission  From  Its  Organization  Until 
the   Present  Time. 


Delivered  at  the  Opening   Session  of  the 

104th     Annual     Conference,     Friday,     6th 

April,    1934,   in   the  Great  Mormon 

Tabernacle,   Salt  Lake  City,    Utah. 


It  is  a  source  of  great  pleasure  to  me 
to  meet  this  vast  audience.  I  think  that 
this  is  the  largest  audience  that  I  recall 
having  seen  in  this  house  it  a  Friday 
conference  meeting.  It  is  verv  gratifv- 
ing  to  me  to  see  the  interest  that  trie 
people  have  in  our  conferences. 

I  appeciate  the  remarkable  and  w:  nder- 
ful  growth  of  the  Church.  When  I  look 
back  fifty-one  years  ago  this  coming 
October  conference,  to  the  time  when  I 
became  one  of  the  General  Authorities  of 
the  Church — at  which  time  as  I  recall  it 
we  had  less  than  thirity  stakes,  and  now 
we  have  one  hundred  and  five — I  am 
grateful    for    the    growth    of    the    Church 
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Recalls  Early  Trip 

I  recall  my  first  trip  fifty  years  ago 
this  coining  May  up  into  the  Rexburg 
country.  Rexburg  at  that  time  was  a 
branch  of  'one  of  the  wards  in  Cache 
Valley,  and  there  were  fewer  than  1,300 
people  belonging  to  the  Church  residing 
north  of  the  Oneida  Stake  of  Zion.  To- 
day we  have  more  than  100,000  I  am 
sure,  if  we  go  north  and  west,  and  up 
into  Canada. 

I  also  recall  that  just  before  I  was 
made  a  member  of  the  Council  of  the 
Twelve,  I  visited  Oakley  and  other 
towns  in  the  vicinity  of  Oakley.  One 
year  previous  to  that  time  I  visited  Oak- 
ley when  it  was  a  branch  of  the  Grants  - 
vide  ward  of  Lhe  Tooele  Stake  of  Zion; 
I  had  to  travel  to  Salt  Lake  City,  through 
the  Salt  Lake,  the  Davis,  the  Weber  and 
the  Box  Eiders  stakes  to  Brigham  City, 
and-  then  two  clays  and  a  fraction  west- 
ward to  get  to  a  branch  of  the  Grants - 
ville  ward  of  the  Tooele  stake  of  Zion. 
We  now  have  about  half  a  dozen  stakes 
between  Brigham  City  and  that  section. 
Grows   Each  Year 

Each  and  every  year  the  Church  is 
stronger  than  it  was  the  year  before.  The 
Church  is  progressing,  it  is  not  going 
backward.  Men  may  make  mistakes, 
but  the  Church  stands  firm. 

The  Gospel  is  in  very  deed  the  plan 
of  life  and  salvation.  God  has  spoken 
again  from  the  heavens.  God  himself 
has  introduced  his  Son  Jesus  Christ,  the 
Saviour  of  the  world,  to  the  boy  Joseph 
Smith.  John  the  Baptist  has  laid  his 
hands  upon  the  heads  of  Joseph  Smith 
and  Oliver  Cowdery  and  given  them  the 
authority  to  baptize,  then  commanding 
them  to  baptize  each  other.  , 

Peter,  James  and  John,  the  Apostles  of 
Jesus  Christ  during  his  ministry  and  after 
his  death,  have  laid  their  hands  upon 
the  heads  of  Joseph  Smith  and  Oliver 
Cowdery  and  restored  again  the  apostle - 
ship  to  earth.  Every  gift,  every  grace, 
every  endowment,  every  privilege,  and 
every  authority  that  was  enjoyed  in  early 
days  by  the  saints  of  God  during 
the  administration  of  Jesus  Christ  and 
following  his  crucifixion  belong  to  and 
are  enjoyed  to-day  by  the  Latter-day 
Saints. 


Chapels  Increase 

Nearly  every  Sunday  during  the  past 
six  months  I  have  dedicated  a  meeting 
house  or  met  with  various  branches  in 
the  missions  of  the  Church.  During 
the  past  six  months  we  have  dedicated  a 
magnificent  chapel  in  Washington,  D.C., 
a  credit  to  the  Latter-day  Saints  and  a 
credit  to  that  great  city,  acknowledged 
by  all  with  whom  I  have  talkeo — 
although  not  so  expensive  as  some  other 
church  buildings  which  cost  perhaps  two, 
three  or  four  times  as  much — to  be  a 
building  equal  in  beauty  and  construction, 
for  its  size,  to  any  of  the  fine  buildings 
in  Washington.  At  the  first  meeting  of 
the  branch  some  years  ago  in  Washing- 
ton there  were  five  in  attendance.  More 
than  two  thousand  people  attended  the 
dedication  of  our  chapel — of  course  some 
of  them  came  a  second  time,  and  per- 
haps a  third,  but  people  were  requested 
to  attend  but  one  meeting.  It  is  a  matter 
of  satisfaction,  to  realize  that  we  have 
one  of  the  very  finest  churches  in  our 
chief  city-,  the  capital  of  our  nation. 
Have  Truth  to  Give 

It  is  a  source  of  satisfaction,  that  I 
can  say  that  I  believe  that  every  true 
Latter-day  Saint,  or  everv  Latter-day 
Sa;nt  who  is  actually  living  his 
or  her  religions-sustains  in  his  or 
her  heart,  with  prayers  and  good  works, 
the  General  Authorities  of  the  Church.  I 
am  very  grateful  for  the  truth. 

I  remember  distributing  some  pam- 
phlets— in  fact  several  thousands — during 
the  Christmas  -season,  entitled,  "  The 
Power  of  Truth."  We  have  the  truth 
to  give  to  the  world,  and  no  other  people 
has  the  truth,  the  actual  Gospel  of  Jesus 
Christ,  established  by  Him.  This  little 
pamphlet  says  regarding  truth  : 

"  Truth  is  the  rock  foundation  of 
every  great  character." 

And  truth  is  the  rock  foundation  of  the 
Church  of  Christ,  and  you  and  I  have 
been  blessed  with  a  testimony  of  the 
divinity  of  it. 

"It  is  loyalty  to  the  right  as  we  see 
it ;  it  is  courageous  living  of  our  lives  in 
harmony  with  our  ideals  ;  it  is  always — 
power." 

Testimony   Remains 

When  we  live  in  harmony  with  our 
high   ideals   we  never  lose  the  testimony 
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of  the  Gospel.  We  are  ever  ready  and 
willing  to  sustain  those  who  in  the  pro- 
vidences of  the  Lord  have  been  called 
upon  to  preside  over  the  Church.  Those 
who  fail  to  keep  the  commandments  of 
the  Lord  and  who  indulge  in  fault-finding 
and  criticism  are  the  only  ones  who  lose 
their  faith. 

From  my  childhood  until  the  present 
time  I  have  no  recollection  of  any  indi- 
vidual with  whom  I  have  been  acquainted, 
who  was  an  honest,  conscientious  tithe- 
payer,  who  was  listening  to  and  obeying 
the  instructions  given  by  the  president 
of  the  Church  and  by  the  various  presi- 
dents of  stakes  and  bishops  of  wards, 
having  lost  his  or  her  faith.  On  the 
contrary  I  have  seen  many  lose  their  faith 
who  have  failed  to  live  up  to  Latter-day 
Saint  ideals  and  their  Gospel  knowledge. 
Some  one  has  said  that  "  knowledge 
without  practice  is  like  a  glass  eye,  all 
for  show  and  nothing  for  use." 

Truth  ever  defies  full  definition.  Like 
electricity  it  can  only  be  explained  by 
noting  its  manifestation.  It  is  the  com- 
pass of  the  soul,  the  guardian  of  con- 
science, the  final  touchstone  of  right. 
Truth  is  the  revelation  of  the  ideal ;  but 
it  is  also  an  inspiration  to  realize  that 
ideal,  a  constant  impulse  to  live  it." 

Missionaries  Happy 

In  no  part  of  the  work  of  God  here 
upon  the  earth  at  the  present  time  is 
there  such  a  band  of  happy,  contented, 
peaceful  people  as  those  who  are  engaged 
in  missionary  service.  Service  is  the 
real  key  to  joy.  When  one  is  giving 
service  for  the  advancement  of  humanity, 
when  one  is  working  without  money  and 
without  price,  with  no  hope  of  earthly 
reward,  there  comes  a  real,'  genuine  joy 
into  the  human  heart  that  I  am  convinced 
only  those  who  have  experienced  the  in- 
spiration of  the  Holy  Ghost  which  comes 
to  them  in  the  mission  field  know  any- 
thing  about. 

I  can  testify  in  all  humility  that  the 
three  years  that  stand  out  most  promi- 
nently in  my  life  are  the  three  years  when 
I  was  labouring  as  the  president  of  the 
European  Mission. 

Lying  Scored 

"  Lying  is  one  of  the  oldest  vices  in 
the  world — it  made  its  debut  in  the  first 
recorded    conversation    in    history,    in    a 


famous  interview  in  the  garden  of  Eden. 
Lying  is  the  sacrfice  of  honour  to  create 
a  wrong  impression.  It  is  masquerad- 
ing in  misfit  virtues.  Truth  can  stand 
alone,  for  it  needs  no  chape:one  or 
escort.  Lies  are  cowardly,  fearsome 
things  that  must  travel  in  battalions. 
They  are  like  a  lot  of  drunken  men,  one 
vainly  seeking  to  support  another.  Lying 
is  the  partner  and  accomplice  of  all  other 
vices.  It  is  the  cancer  of  moral  degene- 
racy in  an  individual  life. 

"  Truth  is  the  oldest  of  all  virtues;  it 
antedated  man,  it  lived  before  there  was 
man  to  perceive  it  or  to  accept  it.  It  is 
the  unchangeable,  the  constant.  Law  is 
the  eternal  truth  of  nature — the  unity  that 
always  produces  identical  results  under 
identical  conditions  .  When  a  man  dis- 
covers a  great  truth  in  nature  he  has  the 
key  to  the  understanding  of  a  million 
phenomena ;  when  he  grasps  a  great  truth 
in  morals  he  has  it  in  the  key  to  his 
spiritual  re-creation.  For  the  individual 
there  is  no  such  thing  as  theoretic  truth  ; 
a  great  truth  that  is  not  absorbed  by  our 
whole  mind  and  life,  and  has  not  become 
an  inseparable  part  of  our  living,  is  not 
a  real  truth  to  us.  If  we  know  the  truth 
and  do  not  live  it,  our  life  is — a  lie." 

May  the  Lord  help  each  and  every  one 
of  us  to  live  the  truth  is  my  humble 
prayer. 

Church  Makes  No  Mistakes 

I  am  very  happy  indeed  to  feel  that  the 
Church  does  not  make  mistakes  ;  that  the 
Church  has  been  true  to  its  divine  com- 
mission from  the  martyrdom  of  the 
prophet  Joseph,  and  in  fact  from  the 
time  of  the  organization  of  the  Church 
until  the  present. 

I  have  heard  quite  frequently  of  the 
inability  of  your  humble  servant,  not 
having  sufficient  knowledge  and  ability 
to  preside  over  the  Church.  I  will  read 
the  following  statement — -and  have  no 
recollection  of  having  done  so  before — 
written  at  my  request,  bv  Bishop  David 
A.    Smith,    19th    November,    1918: 

"  President  Grant  came  into  the  Bee- 
hive House  yesterday  afternoon  to 
inquire  as  to  father's  condition,  and  I 
suggested  that  he  •  go  in  and  speak  to 
him,  but  he  said  he  did  not  want  to  dis- 
turb him.  I  said,  '  You  had  better  wait 
and    see    him;,    as    it    may    be    your    last 
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chance  to  speak  to  him.' 

"  Father  being  awake,  I  told  him 
Brother  Grant  was  there,  and  he  directed 
me  to  tell  Brother  Grant  that  he  wanted 
to  see  him,  and  when  Brother  Grant 
entered  the  room  he  took  him  by  the 
hand  and  said  : 

Gives  Blessings 
"  '  The  Lord  bless  you,  my  boy,  the 
Lord  bless  you,  you  have  got  a  great 
responsibility.  Always  remember  this 
is  the  Lord's  work,  and  not  man's. 
The  Lord  is  greater  than  any  man.  He 
knows  whom  he  wants  to  lead  his 
Church,  and  never  makes  any  mistakes. 
The   Lord  bless  you.' 

"  This  was  the  last  message  that 
President  Smith  delivered  to  any  one." 
"  Signed  DAVID  A.  SMITH." 
It  fell  to  my  lot  before  I  was  twenty- 
four  years  of  age  to  be  called  to  preside 
over  the  Tooele  stake  of  Zion.  I  had 
never  made  a  speech  of  ten  minutes  in  a 
church  meeting  up  to  that  time.  I  felt 
then  my  own  weakness,  but  look  back 
with  pleasure  to  having  fulfilled  the  pledge 
made  in  the  short  speech  delivered  in 
seven  and  a  half  minutes.  I  ran  out  of 
ideas  at  the  end  of  that  time.  That  night 
in  the  dark  I  heard  a  man  say  in  a  con- 
temptuous way,  "  It  is  a  pity  that  if  the 
authorities  of  the  Church  had  to  send  a 
boy  out  here  to  preside  over  our  stake, 
they  could  not  have  found  one  with  sense 
enough  to  talk  for  ten  minutes." 
Lacked  Data 
They  were  correct,  I  lacked  the  know- 
ledge to<  talk  ten  minutes.  I  ran  out 
of  ideas  in  seven  and  a  half  minutes  by 
the  watch,  having  timed  myself. 

We  find  recorded  in  the  twenty-ninth 
chapter  of  Alma  that  the  Lord  granteth 
unto  men  according  to  their  desires, 
whether  they  be  unto  life  or  death,  joy 
or  remorse  of  conscience.  I  desired  to 
do  my  duty.  I  pledged  myself  there  and 
then  to  keep  the  Word  of  Wisdom  to  the 
best  of  my  ability  ;  to  labour  as  diligently 
as  any  man  in  Tooele ;  to  donate  of  my 
means  as  liberally  as  any  man ;  and  to 
the  best  of  my  ability  to  fulfil  the  duties 
and  obligations  devolving  upon  me.  The 
man  who  criticized  me  was  looking  for 
an  opportunity  to  find  fault,  and  found  it. 
Raps  Fault  Finding 
I  know  nothing  in  the  Church  that  is 
more  serious  than  faultfinding ;  and  on 
the  contrary  nothing  that  inspires  men  so 
much  as  to  be  observers  of  the  Word  of 


Wisdom,  to  be  honest  and  conscientious 
with  God  in  the  payment  of  their  tithes, 
and  to  be  honest  with  their  fellow  men. 
I  have  seen  men  grow  and  increase  in 
light,  knowledge  and  intelligence  when 
they  do  their  duty. 

I  was  astounded  when  one  as  weak 
as  myself  was  called  to  be  an  apostle. 
It  seemed  almost  beyond  anything  be- 
lievable that  I  could  become  the  presi- 
dent of  the  Church.  But  I  am  very 
thankful  indeed  to-day  at  being  able  to 
sleep  with  a  clear  conscience.  I  am  very 
thankful  that  I  have  no  fault  to  find 
except  with  my  lack  of  ability  and  my 
lack  of  knowledge,  but  not  with  my  lack 
of  energy,  or  my  lack  of  determination 
and  willingness  to  labour.  I  am  grate- 
ful for  the  little  that  I  have  accomplished, 
and  rejoice  that  in  all  my  labours  I  have 
found  nothing  that  has  in  the  slightest 
degree  weakened  my  faith  in  the  Gospel 
of  Jesus  Christ. 

Possess  Knowledge 
I  do  not  need  to  say  faith,  for  I  can 
say  knowledge.  I  know  that  God  lives  ; 
that  Jesus  is  the  Christ ;  that  Joseph 
Smith  was  a  prophet  of  the  true  and  the 
living  God,  and  that  Morrnonism,  so- 
called,  is  in  very  deed  the  Gospei  of 
Jesus  Christ,  the  plan  of  life  anl  salva- 
tion, revealed  again  from  heaven,  and 
that  all  authority  existing  on  the  earth 
at  any  time  has  been  bestowed  again  upon 
men   by   messengers   from   heaven. 

I  rejoice  in  the  marvellous  work  that 
is  being  accomplished  in  our  temples,  in 
the  restoration  to  the  earth  of  the  privi- 
lege of  baptizing,  by  the  authority  of  the 
living  God,  in  behalf  of  those  who  have 
passed  away,  and  of  performing  ordi- 
nances which  if  accepted,  will  lead  the 
dead  to  life  eternal  and  to  salvation, 
although  they  may  have  died  without  a 
knowledge  of  the   Gospel. 

I  rejoice  that  as  a  young  man  I  fell  in 
love  with  Nephi,  and  more  than  any  other 
character — of  course,  excepting  always 
the  Saviour — his  life,  his  example,  his 
teachings,  have  been  the  guiding  stars  of 
my  life. 

Confident  of  Work 
I  have  believed,  accepted  and  preached 
the  following  : 

"  And  it  came  to  pass  that  I,  Nephi, 
said  unto  my  father,  I  will  go  and  do 
the  things  which  the  Lord  hath  com- 
manded, for  I  know  that  the  Lord  giveth 
no    commandment    unto    the    children    of 
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men  save  he  shall  prepare  a  way  for  them 
that  they  may  accomplish  the  thing  which 
he  commandeth   them." 

I  have  no  fear  but  that  1  cm,  with  the 
help  of  the  remarkable  and  wonderful 
men  who  are  associated  with  me,  fulfil 
every  duty,  and  obligation,  every  require- 
ment, and  com.manc.ment  that  God  may 
give  to  me.  I  thank  the  Lord  for 
Anthon  H.  Lund  and  Charles  \V.  Penrose 
— men  who  had  a  marvellous  and  wonder- 
ful store  of  knowledge;  marvellous 
knowledge  of  the  scriptures,  wonderful 
comprehension  of  the  plan  of  life  and 
salvation ;  men  who  had  ability  to  write 
about,  and  to  teach  the  Gospel  such  as 
I  do  not  possess.  But  they  gave  to  me 
all  they  had  ;  they  gave  to  me  the  best 
that  was  in  them. 

I  rejoice  in  having  for  my  counsellor, 
my  cousin  Anthony  W.  Ivins.  I  rejoice 
in  his  wisdom  and  his  devotion  ;  I  rejoice 
in  the  remarkable  mind  and  ability  that 
was  possessed  by  Brother  Charles  W. 
Nibley.  I  rejoice  in  the  wonderful  ability 
of  Brother  J.  Reuben  Clark,  Jr.,  who  is 
now  one  of  rny  counsellors..  I  am  grate- 
ful for  these  men,  for  their  stores  of 
knowledge  far  beyond  my  own. 

Sees  Own  Weakness 

I  acknowledge  my  own  lack  of  great 
ability,  but  I  do  not  lack  confidence  in 
God.  I  do  not  lack  in  the  blessing  given 
to  me  by  President  Joseph  F.  Smith.  I 
do  not  fear  that  the  Church  of  Jesus 
Christ  of  Latter-day  Saints  will  fail  to 
go  on  and  on,  and  on,  as  it  has  been 
doing  and  prosper;  while  all  those  who 
fail  to  do  their  duty  will  fall  by  the  way- 
side. 

I  call  to  mind  that  when  a  child  there 
was  a  great  apostasy  in  the  Church, 
known  as  the  Godbeite  movement,  called 
the  New  Move.  I  remember  that  my 
dear  sainted  mother  had  to  sew  with 
needle  and  thread  for  a  living,  and  finallv 
she  did  a  great  deal  of  sewing  in  homes 
of  people  who  were  rich  enough  to  have 
sewing  machines.  When  she  would  go 
+o  one  of  these  homes  to  operate  a  sew- 
ing machine  and  spend  the  day  often  late 
into  the  night,  I  was  always  invited  to 
go  there  to  have  dinner.  Upon  one 
occasion  I  was  in  Wrilliam  Godbe's  home, 
known  as  the  Octagon  House — located 
on  the  corner  of  Second  South  and  Second 


Last — which  has  since  disappeared  and 
where  there  is  now  a  lar^e,  line  gas 
station. 

Refuses  to  Join 

I  hese  people  were  having  a  glorious 
time,  laughing  and  screeching  in  the 
room  in  the  centre  of  the  house  which 
was  surrounded  by  eight  rooms.  The) 
had  a  planchette,  ana  were  receiving 
messages.  They  came  into  the  bedroom 
where  mother  was  sewing  and  said: 
"  Come  in,  Rachael,  and  have  a  fine 
time." 

She  said,  "  No.  President  Brigham 
Young  said  that  any  person  who  would 
fool  with  one  of  these  planchettcs  would 
be  led  into  spiritualism  ;  and  spiritualism 
was,  of  course,  apostasy;  and  the  fruits 
of  spiritualism  were  insanity  and  suicide. 
I   will  not  go  in." 

Finally  they  came  into  the  bedroom  and 
brought  the  machine  with  them,  but  it 
did  not  work.  Later  they  came  back 
again  and  said:  "  Come  in,  Rachel." 
They  had  gone  back  into  the  other  room 
and  were  laughing  and  screeching.  To 
my  utter  astonishment  she  went  in. 

Explains  Reason 

You  know  children  occasionally  criti- 
cize their  parents,  as  was  the  case  with 
a  certain  good  man.  One  of  his  little 
children  spoke  up  one  day  and  said  . 
li  Papa,  we  never  have  prayers,  do  we, 
unless  we  have  company."  As  we  were 
walking  home  that  night  I  said  to  my 
mother:  "What  did  you  go  into  that 
room  for  when  Brother  Brigham  told  you 
not  to  have  anything  to  do  with  such 
things?  " 

She  laughed  and  said,  "  My  boy,  did 
you  notice  that  the  machine  did  not  work 
in  the  bedroom  when  they  brought  it 
there?  "       I  said,  "  Yes." 

"  I  want  to  tell  you  the  reason  it  did 
not  work.  I  told  the  Lord  that  I  could 
not  prevent  their  bringing  it  in  there,  but 
to  please  shut  it  up,  and  he  did.  When 
they  asked  me  to  go  into  the  parlour  I 
told  the  Lord  that  if  he  would  give  me 
the  impression  in  my  heart  that  I  could 
go  in  there  and  shut  up  their  machine, 
that  it  could  not  work  in  my  presence,  I 
would  go  in.  And  I  received  the  impres- 
sion, so  I  went  in  and  it  did  not  work." 
Leads  to  Spiritualism 

What  was   the   result  of   the   Godbeite 
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movement?  The      final      result      w;is 

spiritualism  on  the  part  of  those  who  re- 
mained with  it.  1  was  told — 1  do  not 
know  how  true  it  is — that  William  God- 
be's  wile  lost  her  mind — the  wile  with 
whom  he  lived.  Of  course,  he  had  a 
manifestation  that  he  should  not  live  with 
the  other  woman  who  he  had  married. 
William  Godbe  received  a  revelation  that 
his  brother-in-law,  my  cousin-in-law, 
Ben  Hampton,  was  to  be  an  apostle  of 
the  Church.  He  went  up  to  the  toll- 
bridge  over  the  Bear  river,  where  Ben 
had  a  fine  large  adobe  house,  and  served 
meals. 

It  was  the  outfitting  place  for  people 
who  are  going  up  into  Montana.  Godbe 
read  this  revelation  to  Ben.  You  know 
some  people  say  that  "  damn  "  is  not 
swearing,  it  is  only  emphasis  ;  well,  with 
emphasis   Ben   said  : 

"  If  all  the  rest  of  your  revelations^ 
with  emphasis — are  as  big  lies  as  that, 
you  ought  to  go  right  down  to  Brother 
Brigham  and  make  peace  with  him,  be- 
cause you  are  getting  revelations  from 
the  devil. 

Admits    Uuworthiness 

"  The  idea  of  you,  a  hard-headed  busi- 
ness man,  who  built  the  first  three- story 
rock  building  ever  built  in  Salt  Lake 
City,  who  has  built  smelters  and  engaged 
in  mining  and  other  business,  thinking 
that  the  Lord  would  call  me  to  be  an 
apostle — a  man  who  never  paid  any 
attention  to  religion,  a  man  who  drinks 
when  he  wants  to,  smokes  when  he  wants 
to,  and  chews  tobacco  when  he  wants  to, 
a  man  who  gets  mad  and  swears  occa- 
sionally— he  lived  a  clean  life  otherwise — 
Billie,  go  right  down  to>  Salt  Lake  and 
have  it  out  with  Brother  Brigham.  You 
are  getting  revelation  from  the  wrong 
source." 

Years  later  I  was  in  the  Williams  hotel 
in  Milford,  upon  the  hill  there.  Having 
been  over  to  Beaver  as  I  remember  it 
attending  a  conference,  and  William 
Godbe  and  his  son  and  others  were  stop- 
ping at  that  hotel  that  night.  They  were 
on  their  way  from  Salt  Lake  to  Bullion - 
ville,  as  I  remember  it,  or  coming  from 
Bullionville,  where  they  had  mining  inter- 
ests. The  next  morning  we  could  not 
find  his  son,  and  we  hunted  all  over  for 
him.        Finallv  we  found   his  bodv  about 


1,500  feet  away  from  the  hotel.       He  had 
gone  out  there  and  committed  suicide. 
Recalls  Other  Instances 

I  remember  preaching  the  same  as  I 
am  doing  in  Los  Angeles  once,  and  after 
the  meeting  a  woman  came  to  Brother 
Joseph  W.  McMurrin  and  said  she  had 
an  ouija  board — that  is  what  they  call  it 
now,  it  used  to  be  called  a  planchette — 
and  she  thought  it  was  very  remarkable, 
but  she  would  never  use  it  again.  He 
tried  to  get  her  to  let  him  have  it  and 
burn  it.  O,  no,  she  did  not  want  to 
burn  it.  She  later  commenced  using  it 
again.  She  was  in  Los  Angeles  on  a 
visit  from  Arizona  at  the  time  I  made 
this  talk.  She  finally  landed  in  the  in- 
sane asylum  in  Arizona. 

The  fruits  of  the  Gospel  of  Jesus  Christ 
are  health  and  vigour  of  body  and  of 
mind  and  of  spirit,  and  the  fruits  of 
spiritualism   are   insanity   and   suicide. 

I  remember  that  some  of  the  Elders 
over  in  England  had  rented  a  hall  on  one 
floor  of  a  building  where  spiritualistic 
mediums  had  their  seances.  They  kept 
inviting  the  boys  to  come  to  their  meet- 
ings. I  told  them  to  stay  away,  saying, 
'  You  cannot  handle  a  nasty,  dirty  stove- 
pipe withuot  soiling  your  hands,  and  vou 
have  no  business  to  be  on  the  devil's 
ground,  so  stay  away.  You  know  you 
have  the  truth ;  go  on  proclaiming  and 
living  it,  and  let  them  alone." 
Go  On  Condition 

Finally  the  boys  pleaded  with  me  to  let 
them  go.  I  said:  "  All  right,  you  can 
go  on  one  condition  " — it  was  a  night 
meeting — "  That  is  that  you  do  not  eat 
anything  that  day,  and  that  you  go  there 
fasting  and  praying  to  the  Lord  to  pre- 
vent them  from  carrying  on  their 
spiritualistic  operations." 

They  went  to  the  meeting,  and  the 
spiritualists  were  unable  to  have  any 
seance  that  night. 

I  rejoiced  in  the  testimony  of  President 
Wilford  Woodruff.  One  night  he  was 
at  a  meeting  where  they  had  been  hav- 
ing remarkable  spiritualistic  manifesta- 
tions. Brother  Woodruff  went  there  and 
rebuked  the  spirits  and  commanded  them 
not  to  operate  through  this  medium. 
Finally,  after  they  had  been  assembled  for 
some  time  and  had  a  Quaker  meeting, 
the  man  who  was  the  medium  came  down 
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off  the  platform,  walked  through  the 
audience  to  where  Brother  Wondruil 
was,  shook  his  fist  in  his  lace  and  said  : 
"  You  are  the  man,  you  are  the  man 
who  is  opposing-  me  and  preventing  me 
from  doing  anything  here  to-night.'' 
Asked  to  Leave 

Brother  Woodruff  raid  :  "  Yes,  I  have 
the  priesthood  of  God  and  1  have  rebuked 
the  evil  spirits." 

They  pleaded  with  Brother  Woodruff 
to  please  leave,  and  he  did  so,  and  the)' 
had  the  devil's  own  time,  all  right. 

I  rejoice  in  the  remarkable  meeting  held 
here  yesterday  by  our  sisters,  the  faithful 
and  diligent  mothers  of  the  Church.  I 
happened  to  pick  up  a  book  this  morn- 
ing before  getting  out  of  bed,  and  read 
from  it  a  tribute  to  mothers — to  your 
mother,  to  every  fine  Latter-day  Saint 
mother  : 

'  The  sweetest  word  in  the  Language 
of  Languages  is  that  of — Mother.  There 
is  in  each  letter  of  this  word  a  wealth  of 
music  so  divine — there  are  vibrating 
chords  of  Love  so  Angelic — that  the 
whole  world  often  pay  homage  to 
Mothers   whom   it   honours. 

"  Nancy  Hanks — the  mother  of  Lin- 
coln ;  Frances  Willard  and  Jane  Addams 
— mothers  of  the  motherless  ;  Queen  Yic- 
toria — the  mother  of  a  nation  of  mothers. 

"  You — whoever  you  are — your  great- 
est asset  is  your  mother.  You — bank- 
rupt, discouraged,  failure- riddled,  hope- 
wasted,  heart-wrenched,  self-estranged — 
there  remains  still  a  day,  glorious  in  sun- 
sets" for  vt>u  if  you  will  but  get  back 
again,  in  thought,  or  heart,  or  person — 
to  your  mother. 

"  The  most  wonderful  event  in  the  his- 
tory of  the  world  was  when  the  first 
woman  became — a  mother.  Human  life 
has  become  a  beautiful  thing  because  the 
world  has  had  its  mothers." 

Honoured  by  Church 

No  other  Church  has  ever  honoured 
mothers  as  has  the  Church  of  Jesus 
Christ  of  Latter-day  Saints — through  the 
instrumentality  of  the  Prophet  Joseph 
Smith,  by  establishing  the  female  Relief 
society. 

"  The  greatest  men  in  any  community 
are  those  who  render  the  highest  tribute 
to  motherhood.  No  one  ever  has  sur- 
passed, or  ever  will  surpass  the  achieve- 


ment of  a  woman  whin  she  becomes  a 
mother.  When  did  you  last  write  to 
your  mother?  If  she  has  gone  from 
you,  how  often  do  you  think  of  her?  Do 
you  realize  that  all  you  are  or  ever  hope 
to  be  started  back  in  the  years  when 
your  mother,  her  whole  being  pulsating 
with  pride,  held  you  tight,  with  eyes 
lustered  and  watered  with  love,  watch- 
ing your  every  breath,  and  kept  pace, 
over  the  hours,  with  your  faintest  heart 
throbs.  Think    of    how,     all     through 

those  days   she   wrapped  you  in   her   un-      * 
selfishness   and   her  sacrifices. 

The  measure  of  your  success  will  be 
the    degree    of    honour   you    pay    to   ybui" 
mothers   and   to   motherhood." 
Praises  Own  Mother 

I  stand  here  to-day  as  one  whose 
mother  was  all  to  him.  She  was  both 
father  and  mother  to  me ;  she  set  an 
example  of  integrity,  of  devotion  and 
love,  of  determination,  and  honour  second 
to  none.  I  stand  here  to-day  as  the 
president  of  the  Church  because  I  have 
followed  the  advice  and  counsel  and  the 
burning  testimony  of  the  divinity  of  the 
work  of  God  which  came  to  me  from  my 
mother. 

There  came  into  my  home  when  I  was 
a  child  a  great  man  of  the  world,  a  man 
of  great  importance,  a  man  who  once 
offered  me  a  magnificent  position  carry- 
ing $40,000  a  year  as  salary,  and  who 
thought  I  was  very  foolish  not  to  take 
it  when  the  Church  at  that  time  did  not 
allow  me  a  tithing  of  that  amount.  This 
man  wrote  me  from  London  ;  he  was  at 
that  time  manager  for  the  entire  United 
Kingdom  of  the  great  New  York  Life 
Insurance  company.  He  said,  "  What 
has  become  of  your  cousin?  I  often 
said  to  my  wife  "  .  .  .  .  (and  by  the  way 
this  man  came  into  our  home  when  he 
was  a  young  unmarried  man,  he  came 
here  on  the  overland  stage ;  later  he 
came  with  his  wife,  and  finally  his  first 
child   was  born   in  our  home.  He  be- 

came one  of  the  dearest  and  best  friends 
the   Latter-day    Saints    ever   had.) 
Inquired  for  Elder  Ivins 

He  said:  "  I  often  said  to  my  wife, 
Mrs.  Hawes  "  (this  man  was  Col. 
Alexander  G.  Hawes)  "  that  those  two 
boys,  Anthony  W.  Ivins  and  Heber  J. 
Grant,   will   some  day  stand   right   at   the 
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top  of  the  '  Mormon  '  Church,  it  is  in 
them.  Here  you  are,  an  apostle,  and 
president  of  a  bank,  and  I  haven't  heard 
of  your  cousin.  What  has  become  of 
him?  I    answered,    "  Colonel,   he   has 

gone  to  Mexico.  He  has  filled  two  mis- 
sions in  Mexico,  and  if  there  is  any  place 
in  the  world  he  did  not  want  to  go,  it 
was  Mexico.  But  he  has  gone — why? 
Because  he  has  been  called  to  go<  there, 
and  he  will  stay  there  and  live  and  die 
there   unless  he   is  called   back?  " 

Thankful  for  Testimony 

I  thank  God  for  a  testimony  that  came 
to  me,  the  eternal  part  of  me,  the  day 
Brother  Ivins  was  called  to  Mexico. 
Brother  George  Q.  Cannon  made  the  re- 
mark, "  I  do  not  want  Brother  Ivins  to 
go  to  Mexico,  we  need  him  here.  He 
is  the  outstanding  man  in  his  party  in 
Utah,  but  I  believe  the  Lord  wants  him 
there."  When  he  was  called  I  felt  a 
little  sad,  and  while  thinking  about  it,  the 
Lord  saw  fit  to  give  me  this  word  :  "  You 
need  not  feel  bad,  he  is  going  where  the 
Lord  wants  him  to  go  and  you  shall  have 
the  exquisite  joy  of  welcoming  him  back 
into  this  room  as  one  of  the  Apostles  of 
the  Lord  Jesus  Christ."  I  was  in  the 
Apostles'  room  in  the  temple  at  the  time. 
I  turned  my  head  and  wept  for  joy. 
Writes  at  Death 

I  rejoice  that  Brother  Ivins  had  such  a 
wonderful  mother — my  own  mother's  sis- 
ter. Two  women  more  true,  two  women 
with  greater  serenity,  two  women  who 
lived  finer  lives,  always  speaking  well 
of  every  one,  or  keeping  still,  I  have 
never  known.  This  same  Col.  Hawes 
wrote  to  me  when  my  mother  died — he 
was  agnostic — and  said:  "  If  the  God  of 
nature  ever  did  stamp  peace,  nobility  and 
serenity  upon  any  human  countenance,  he 
did  upon  the  face  of  dear  Aunt  Rachel." 
My  cousin  Caddie  Ivins  waited  on  the 
table  at  the  time  of  Col.  Hawes'  visit  and 
she  called  mother  "  Aunt  Rachel,"  and 
the   boarders   adopted   that   title.  The 

Colonel  told  the  president  of  that  great 
insurance  company  with  which  he  was 
associated,  that  of  all  the  women  he  had 
ever  known  in  his  life,  barring  only  his 
sister,  his  mother  and  his  wife,  he  had 
never  met  a  woman  that  he  admired  and 
loved  so  much  as  he  did  my  mother. 
The    president    of   the    company    told    me 


this,  ;ind  extended  his  sympathy  to  me 
when  I  met  him  after  the  death  of  my 
mother. 

Talk  about  sacrifice  !  Why  the  sacrifice 
of  the  women  of  this  Church  and  their 
devotion  are  beyond  the  power  of  pen  and 
tongue  of  man  to  pay  proper  tibute. 

May  God  help  us  to  follow  the  teach- 
ing and  example  of  our  mothers,  who  are 
true  Latter-day  Saints,  and  there  will  be 
an  eternity  of  joy  and  an  exaltation  in 
store  for  each  and  every  one  of  us ;  and 
that  we  may  receive  it  is  my  humble 
prayer  in  the  name  of  Jesus  Christ,  our 
Saviour,  our  Redeemer,  even  so.    Amen. 


The  General  Conference 
and  its  Message. 

The  great  annual  influx  of  Latter-day 
Saints  to  Salt  Lake  City  at  each  general 
conference  time  is  one  of  the  outstanding 
pilgrimages  of  the  modern  religious 
world.  From  every  white  nation,  from 
Hawaii,  the  Phillipines  and  the  South 
Seas  they  come  to  attend  the  twice-yearly 
gatherings  in  the  historic  Tabernacle. 
Indeed,  from  the  inspiration  arising  from 
these  assemblies,  the  Church  doubtless 
derives  much  of  its  genius  to  press  ever 
onward,  with  unfaltering  assurance,  to 
the  consummation  of  its  glorious,  eternal 
destiny. 

The  104th  annual  conference  of  the 
Church  of  Jesus  Christ  of  Latter-day 
Saints  convened  on  April  sixth,  the  anni- 
versary of  the  founding  of  the  Church. 
The  sessions,  continuing  throughout  three 
days,  were  presided  over  by  President 
Heber  J.  Grant  and  his  counsellors, 
Anthony  W>.  Ivins  and  J.  Reuben  Clark, 
Jr.  Since  the  previous  conference  held 
last  October,  there  have  been  no  changes 
in  the  ranks  of  the  General  Authorities. 
And  with  the  exception  of  two  members 
of  the  Council  of  Twelve,  Elder  Stephen 
L.  Richards,  who  was  unable  to  attend 
because  of  illness,  and  Elder  Joseph  F. 
Merrill,  who  is  in  England  presiding  over 
the  European  Missions,  all  were  present 
to  bless  the  people  and  give  them  guid- 
ance and  counsel. 

From  the  inspiration  of  the  conference 
sessions  has  come  a  ringing  message  that 
has  struck  a  new  and  thrilling-  note  in  the 
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hearts  of  saints  everywhere.  Zion  is  to 
rise  in  glory  !  Her  light  is  to  become 
brighter  and  extend  larther  over  the 
earth!  Having  accompilshed  the  objec- 
tives of  establishment  and  favourable 
world-wide  recognition,  the  Church  is 
now  to  look  forward  to  a  new  day  when 
it  "  shall  arise  and  shine  and  become  a 
light  to  all  nations."  The  troublous 
times  of  recent  years  have  stirred  the 
hearts  of  many  to  a  readiness  for  the 
Gospel    message.  Now    has  come   the 

time  for  the  Church  members  to  show 
that  they  have  the  power  and  strength  to 
solve  the   problems   of   the   world  ! 

President  Grant  sounded  the  keynote  of 
this  message  in  his  opening  address.  He 
cited  the  phenomenal  growth  of  the 
Church    in    the    past    fifty   years.  The 

thirty  stakes  of  half  a  century  ago  have 
become  105.  The  1,300  members  resid- 
ing in  one  geograhpical  section  have  be- 
come 100,000.  To-day  the  total  Church 
membership  stands  at  nearly  three- 
quarters  of  a  million.  In  every  phase  of 
its  activity  the  Church  is  progressing. 
Each  year  it  is  stronger  than  it  was  the 
year  before.  Individuals  may  make 
mistakes,  but  the  Church  stands  ever  firm 
in  its  guidance,  true  to  its  divine  com- 
mission. 

With  the  keen  power  of  perception  and 
analysis  that  bespeaks  the  divine  inspira- 
tion of  their,  offices,  the  succeeding 
speakers  outlined  the  course  of  action 
that  saints  must  take  to  realize  this  pro- 
mise of  the  future.  Listeners  were  urged 
to  obey  the  Word  of  Wisdom,  to  observe 
the  laws  of  the  land  in  which  they  live, 
to  abstain  from  faultfinding,  to  be  honest 
and  conscientious  with  God  in  the  pay- 
ment of  their  tithes,  and  to  be  honest  with 
their  fellowmen.  They  were  warned  not 
to  lose  their  zeal  or  to  relax  their  vigil, 
now  tnat.  persecution  has  ceased,  but 
rather  to  prepare  for  days  of  greater 
activity.  They  were  enjoined  to  uphold 
their  standards,  and  to  adhere  to  the 
everlasting  truths  that  have  been  revealed 
to  the  prophets — truths  which  must  not 
give  way  under  a  changing  world.  To 
them  was  made  a  promise  that  if  they 
would  live  the  principles  of  their  religion, 
and  prepare  themselves  for  greater  prin- 
ciples,  a  glorious  future  awaits  them. 

Enthusiasm  for  the  work  of  the  Lord, 


and  optimism  in  its  future  were  not  con- 
fined to  the  general  sessions  of  the  con- 
ference alone.  The  same  spirit 
characterized  the  eomerence  meetings  of 
the  auxiliary  organizations.  The  Priest- 
hood quorums,  the  Relief  Society,  the 
Primary,  the  M.I.A.,  and  the  Deseret 
Sunday  School  Union — all  held  assembles 
which  were  marked  by  a  whole-hearted 
love  and  zeal  for  the  work.  Speaking 
in  the  Relief  Society  gathering,  Sister 
Leah  D.  WTidtsoe,  past  president  of  the 
European  Mission  women's  organiza- 
tions, pointed  to  the  growth  and  develop- 
ment of  the  European  Mission  Relief 
Societies  as  an  example  of  the  ever- 
broadening  scope  of  Gospel  influence. 

Statistical  reports  of  the  Church  pre- 
sented further  evidence  of  its  material 
firmness  and  solidarity.  The  annual 
financial  statement  revealed  the  Church 
to  be  in  a  good  financial  condition. 
Tithing  receipts,  despite  the  depressed 
conditions  of  the  times  showed  a  slight 
increase  over  receipts  of  last  year,  and 
the  number  of  tithepayers  showed  a  con- 
siderable increase.  Membership  records 
indicated  that,  in  1933,  19,528  children 
were  blessed  and  entered  on  the  Church 
records;  15,490  children  and  7,889  con- 
verts were  baptized  in  the  stakes  and 
missions.  Missionaries,  in  foreign  mis- 
sions on  13th  December,  1933,  totalled 
1,063,  while  missionaries  engaged  in 
proselyting  work  in  the  stakes  numbered 
1,585.  The  total  cost  of  such  missonary 
work,  to  the  missionaries,  their  families, 
or  friends,  is  estimated  at  approximately 
$264,200.      ■ 

Social  statistics  continued  to  reflect  the 
high  standard  of  health  and  prosperity 
among  the  saints.  For  1933,  the  birth 
rate  per  thousand  members  was  27.3;  the 
death  rate  was  6.7  per  thousand,  as 
compared  with  11.3  per  thousand  for  Salt 
Lake  City  over  the  same  period.  The 
marriage  rate  was  15.5  per  thousand,  and 
62  per  cent,  of  the  Church  members 
owned  their  own  homes. 

Many  times  in  the  short  history  of  the 
Church  have  subsequent  developments 
clearly  shown  the  wisdom  and  inspira- 
tion of  the  conference  messages  of  Church  , 
leaders.

Elders  Marcus  F.  Smith  and  Willard 
H.  Godfrey  arrived  in  the  South  African 
Mission,  26th  of  October,  1931,  and 
both  were  honourably  released  from. 
active  missionary  duty  to  the  people  of 
South  Africa-  as  -  they  sailed  from  Beira, 
Portuguese  East  Africa,  23rd  of  May, 
1934.  They  each  spent  nearly  two  years 
and  seven  months  faithfully  serving  the 
people  of  this  land  as  specially  appointed 
servants  of  the  Lord,  teaching  and 
preaching  the  Gospel  to  this  nation  and 
the  tongues  and  kindred  contained  here- 
in. 

On  their  way  to  Beira  thev  visited  the 
Saints  and  friends  ,in  Rhodesia  and  left 
with  them  renewed  interest  in  the  Gos- 
pel. 

They  will  enjoy  a  visit  to  Egypt  and 
the  Holy  Land  and  the  European  coun- 
tries before  sailing  for  America  and  their 
homes  in   Utah. 

Each  of  these  bright  young  men  have 
filled  positions  of  responsibility  in  the 
Districts  of  the  Mission  and  discharged 
the  work  assigned  them  with  credibility. 
Many  people  of  the  Mission  have  been 
made  to  feel  the  power  of  the  love  of 
the  Lord  as  it  has  come  to  them  through

the  dignity  of  the  Priesthood  which  they 
both  bear. 

Elder  M.  F.  Smith  was  only  seventeen 
years  of  age  when  he  arrived  here.  For 
a  youth  of  that  age  to  presume  to  in- 
struct mankind  in  the  ways  of  truth  and 
righteousness  and  establish  in  their 
hearts  a  real  thirsting  desire  for  the 
"  waters  of  life,"  is  no  small  task,  but 
he  manfully  held  his  ground  and  upon 
his  departure  all  who  knew  him  inwardly 
wept,  or  shed  tears  of  sadness  to  have 
'■'  a  man  of  the  Lord  "  depart  .rom  tliein. 
His  diligence  was  almost  unexcelled. 
His  faith  was  almost  unparalled.  His 
devotion  to  his  task  was  inspiring.  His 
undeviating  attention  to  the  purpose  of 
his  mission  was  admirable.  He  holds 
the  blood  of  a  prophet  in  his  veins,  and 
even  though  his  great  grand  sire,  Hyrum 
Smith,  the  martyr  with  Joseph  Smith  was 
true,  he  could  not  be  more  true  than  this 
one  of  his  descendents. 

It  is  not  a  wild  conjecture  to  assert 
that  he  will  be  heard  of  in  big  circles 
w  here  the  influence  of  great  men  mould 
the  lives  of  others  into  fitting  beings  to 
inhabit  the  Celestial  degree  of  glorv.  All 
that  one  need  do  is  to  follow  him,   learn 
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his  thoughts  and  ways  and  they  will  .it 
once  enjoy  the  sweets  of  life.  His  smile 
is  perpetual  and  he  will  not  take  offence, 
nor  purposely  give  offence. 

Klder  Smith,  presided  over  Port 
Elizabeth  District  from  9th  February, 
to  30th  December,  1933,  when  he  was 
transferred  to  labour  in   Cape   District. 

Klder  W.  H.  Godfrey,  a  courteous  and 
gentlemanly  young-  man  between  eighteen 
and  nineteen  years  of  age,  came  to  South 
Africa  to  do  a  specific  thing  and  that  was 
to  tell  the  people  here  of  the  glad  tidings 
of  the  Gospel  of  Jesus  Christ.  If  a  man 
in  the  world  was  worthy  to  do  so  he  was 
the  man.  His  ability  increased  until 
his  words  drove  home  the  true  teachings 
of  Christ  to  all  he  contacted.  Klder 
Godfrey  was  patient  and  tactful  and  in- 
tensely regretted  any  incident  of  un- 
pleasantness. He  laboured  to  keep 
peace,  and  lovers  of  peace  followed  after 
him.  His  quiet  and  unassuming  manner 
coupled  with  a  keen  insight  into  difficult 
problems  qualifies  him  to  sit  in  judgment 
among  the  wise.  This  devoted  follower 
of  the  Saviour  will  be  heard  from  in  use- 
ful positions  as  he  continues  to  keep  close 
to  him  the  spirit  of  the  Holy  Ghost  and 
his  love  for  peace  will  be  a  means  of  en- 
dearing him  to  the  hearts  of  the  people 
of   a   stricken    world   as   time   progresses. 

Those  who  have  been  warned  by  Elder 
Godfrey  to  flee  from  the  wrath  to'  come  ; 
to  repent  and  become  baptized;  to  con- 
tinue faithful  to  the  end,  to  keep  the 
peace  and  love  righteousness,  will  find 
a  sober  witness  at  the  judgment  day  to 
testify  in  their  case,  as  he  has  laboured 
to  help  them  to  gain  a  great  glory  and 
his  mission  has  been  honourably  fulfilled. 

He  laboured  in  East  London  and  Dur- 
ban and  was  President  of  Natal  District 
from  25th  August  until  the  date  of  his 
departure. 

May  the  love  and  blessings  of  the  Lord 
always  be  with  these  fine  young  men. 
Through  Cumorah's  Southern  Messenger 
the  Saints  and  friends  of  the  Church  join 
in  thanks  to  their  parents  for  helping 
them  to  stay  on  their  missions.  Presi- 
dent and  Sister  Dalton  and  their  fellow 
missionaries  join  in  good  wishes  and 
love  to  them. — D. 


Some  South  African  History. 

Elders  Jesse  Haven,  Leonard  I.  Smith 
and  VVm.  H.  Walker,  who  were  called  h 
ia-o  Ch     authoriti^,     28th     August, 

18o2,  to  open  up  a  mission  in  South 
?i~nQca>  ar"ved  at  ^ape  Town,  19th  April, 
WW.  I  hey     immediately     commenced 

their  missionary  labours  and  on  15th 
June,  1853,  Elder  Leonard  I.  Smith  bap- 
tised Henry  Springer  at  Mowbray,  a 
suburb  of  Cape  Town,  as  the  first  fruits 
of  their  labours  in  South  Africa. 

Soon  afterwards,  a  number  of  other 
converts  were  baptised  and  on  16th 
August  1853,  the  first  branch  of  the 
Church  in  South  Africa  was  organised  at 
Mowbray,  four  miles  from  Cape  Town 
and  on  7th  September,  1853,  another 
branch  was  organised  at  Newlands  six 
miles  from  Cape  Town.  Up  to  that 'time 
about  fifty  persons  had  been  added  to  the 
Church  by  baptism.  A  third  branch  of 
the  Church  was  organised,  23rd  Febru- 
ary,   1854,  at  Beaufort,   Cape  Colony 

On  27th  November,  1855,  Elders  \Vm 
H.  Walker  and  Leonard  I.  Smith  sailed 
from  Port  Elizabeth  on  the  ship  Unity 
accompanied  by  15  emigrating  Saints  en 
route  for   Utah.  This  ship  had  been 

purchased  by  two  members  of  the  Church. 
The  ship  was  chartered  to  London,  Eng- 
land, with  a  carg-o.  Up  to  that  time 
176  persons  had  been  baptised  in  the 
whole    mission. 

Other  missionaries  followed  these  first 
Elders,  and  on  9th  March,  1859,  about 
thirty  L.D.S.  converts  emigrating  to 
Zion  from  the  South  African  Mission 
sailed  from  Port  Elizabeth  on  the  barque 
Alacrity,  in  charge  of  Elder  Joseph  R. 
Humphries;  they  arrived  in  Boston,  19th 
May,  1859.  From  Boston  the  journey 
was  continued  by  rail  to  St.  Louis,  Mo., 
and  thence  up  the  Missouri  River  to 
Florence,   Neb. 

On  Saturday,  14th  March,  1863,  a 
small  company  of  Saints  (15  souls)  sailed 
from  Port  Elizabeth,  bound  for  Zion,  in 
charge  of.  Elder  Robert  Grant. 

On  Wednesday,  12th  April,  1865,  a 
company  of  Saints  sailed  from  Port  Eliza- 
beth, South  Africa,  per  ship  Mexicano, 
bound  for  Utah,  in  charge  of  Elder  Mil- 
ner  G.   Atwood.        This  company  of  emi- 
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grants  arrived  safely  in  New  York,  18th 
June,  1865.  Thence  the  journey  was 
continued  by  rail  westward  to  the  Missou- 
rie  River.  Before  his  departure  Elder 
Atwood  left  the  mission  in  charge  of 
local  Elders.  Forty  years  elapsed  until 
the  mission  was  re-opened  in  1893,  but 
during  these  forty  years  there  were  a 
few  Latter-day  Saints  in  South  Africa 
who  remained  true  to  the  faith  and  ren- 
dered efficient  aid  to  the  Elders  when  the 
Mission  was  re-opened.

Therefore,  cease  from  all  your  light 
speeches,  from  all  laughter,  from  all  your 
lustful  desires,  from  all  your  pride  and 
light-mindedness,  and  from  all  your 
wicked  doings.  Appoint  among  your- 
selves a  teacher,  and  let  not  all  be  spokes- 
men at  once;  but  let  one  speak  at 
a  time  and  let  all  listen  unto  his  sayings, 
that  when  all  have  spoken  that  all  may 
be  edified  of  all,  and  that  every  man  may 
have  an  equal  privilege. 


See  that  ye  love  one  another ;  cease  to 
be  covetous ;  learn  to  impart  one  o 
another  as  the  gospel  requires.  Cease 
to  be  idle ;  cease  to  be  unclean ;  cease 
to  find  fault  one  with  another ;  cease  to 
sleep  longer  than  is  needful,  retire  to  thy 
bed  earlv,  that  you  may  not  be  weary; 
arise  early,  that  your  bodies  and  your 
minds  may  be  invigorated.  And  above 
all  things,  clothe  yourself  with  the  bond 
of  charity,  as  with  a  mantle,  which  is 
the  bond  of  perfectness  and  peace.  Pray 
always,  that  ye  may  not  faint,  until  I 
come.  Behold,  and  lo,  I  will  come 
quickly,  and  receive  you  unto  myself. 
— Doctrine  and  Covenants,  Section  88  : 
121-125.

Cape  Conference 
Counsel. 

On  Sunday,  the  24th  June,  the  Cape 
District  Conference  was  held  with  Dis- 
trict President  Stanford  G.  Smith  pre- 
siding and  conducting.  Mission  President 
Don  Mack  Dalton  and  Sister  Dalton, 
head  of  the  Mission  Relief  Societies,  were 
in  attendance. 

Four  sessions  were  held  throughout  the 
day  and  a  full  house  marked  each  occa- 
sion, especially  the  evening  session  found 
"  Cumorah  "  packed  with  Saints  and 
investigators  to  hear  the  end  of  inspira- 
tional talks  that  President  Dalton  had 
been  giving  throughout  the  day.  Repre- 
sentatives from  Strand,  Eerste  River, 
Parow,  Goodwood,  Love  and  Mowbray 
Branches  stayed  right  at  "  Cumorah  "  the 
whole  day  so  as  not  to  miss  any  of  the 
meetings.  President  Dalton,  Sister  Dal- 
ton, Elders  W.  D.  Strong,  M.  P.  Woollev 
and  S.  G.  Smith,  and  the  General  Board 
were   the   speakers.  With   appropriate 

music  from  the  Choir,  with  B*other 
Thomas  Wilson  as  conductor  and  Sister 
Beatrice  Julyan  as  solist,  the  meetings 
were  opened  and  closed  with  prayer  by 
the  representatives  of  the  various 
branches  present. 

In  the  Auxiliary  Conference  President 
Dalton   warned  the  officers  and  teachers 
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to  be  deligeht  and  carefully  discharge 
their  responsibilities  in  the  church  as 
teachers  and  leaders;  so  that  the  youth 
under  their  jurisdiction  will  feel  like 
blessing  them  in  later  life  for  their  inter- 
est in  helping  them  to  understand  the 
gospel  instead  of  cursing  them  for  neg- 
lect and  depriving  them  of  the  oppor- 
tunities the  church  provides. 

In  his  talk  in  the  Priesthood  and  Relief 
Society  Conference  meeting  President 
Dalton  warned  the  Saints  against  joining 
other  churches,  secret  combinations  and 
orders  which  are  the  organizations  of 
man,  giving  as  a  proof  from  the  Book 
of  Mormon  that  secret  combinations  are 
organized  "  to  get  power  and  gain  " 
and  showing  by  the  Book  of  Mormon, 
Ether  8  :  19-22:  "The  Lord  worketh 
hot  in  secret  combinations,"  and  he  also 
stressed  the  following  verse  from  the 
Book  of  Momon,  2  Nephi  26    :  22: — 

And  there  are  also  secret  combina- 
tions, even  as  in  times  of  old, 
according  to  the  combinations  of  the 
devil,  for  he  is  the  foundation  of 
all  these  things ;  yea4  the  foundation 
of  murder,  and  works  of  darkness ; 
yea,  and  he  leadeth  them  by  the  neck 
with  a  flaxen  cord,  until  he  bindeth  them 
with  his  strong  cords  forever,"  showing 
how  easily  one  can  be  led  into  them  and 
then  become  bound  down  "  with  strong 
cords  forever." 

At  the  evening  service  President  Dal- 
ton spoke  on  the  subject:  "  Ask  and  Ye 
shall  Receive,  "  giving  many  passages 
from  the  New  Testament  stating  that  if 
you  ask,  believing,  you  will  receive,  but 
showing  that  this  is  not  the  case  and 
giving  his  own  experience  of  asking  and 
not  receiving  and  mentioned  that  every 
other  person  has  had  experiences  where 
they  have  asked  the  Lord  and  not  re- 
ceived. However,  he  used  the  Book  of 
Mormon  3,  Nephi  18  :  20,  which  says : 
"  And  whatsoever  ye  shall  ask  the  Father 
in  my  name,  which  is  right,  believing 
that  ye  shall  receive,  behold  it  shall  be 
given  unto  you."  He  greatly  stressed 
"  which  is  right  "  in  this  passage,  which 
clearly  gives  the  true  thought  of  the  gos- 
pel to  the  people.  He  also  turned  to  the 
Doctrines  and  Covenants  88  :  64-65, 
which  says:  "Whatsoever  ye  ask  the 
Father  in  my  name  it  shall  be  given  unto 


you,  that  is  expedient  for  you  J  And  if 
ye    ask    anything    that    is    not    expedienl 

for  you,  it  shall  turn  unto  your  condem- 
nation." He  showed  from  this  that  the
